Do not release spray at a height
greater than 10 feet above the crop canopy unless a greater
height is required for aircraft safety.

+ Whenapplications are made with a cross-wind, the swath will
be displaced downwind.The applicator must compensate for
this displacement at the downwind edge of the application
area by adjusting the path of the aircraft upwind.
